A familiar Wrigleyvi lie staple recalling the Cubs^ 
futile past may itself be a thing of the past. 

The well-known ^'Eamus Catuli” sign and 
nearby numbers high atop the T^keview Baseball 
Club building beyond Wrigley Field's right- field 
wall have been taken down as part of rooftop re- 
pairs, and the numbers may not be back. 

Alark Scblenkcr^ part of the ownership group 
that bought the building and business out of bank- 
ruptcy in January, saidTiursday that while “Famus 
Catuli” likely will return, the numbers marking the 
years since the Cubs last won a division, pennant 
and World Series are being reconsidered. 

“As the new owner, I respect the tradition of 
Wrigley Field,” Schlenker said. “At the same time. 
Pm also open to new ideas. Someone presented 
to me that the sign shows futility and perhaps we 
need to put the past behind us and go forward.” 

When asked if that someone was within the 
Cubs organization, Schlenker would not say, 
though he did acknowledge that he has spoken 
with someone from the team about the sign.

Chicagoans to rally behind slain Florida teen

Two downtown marches have been organized 
for Friday as a peaceful sign of support for 
the family of Trayvon Martin, the unarmed 
17-year-old who was shot and killed last 
month in Florida. 

Marchers are encouraged to wear hoodies 
just like Martin wore when he was walking 
home from a convenience store and fatally 
shot Feb. 26 by neighborhood watch cap- 
tain George Zimmerman, who has not been 
charged. Both marches are intended to be 
calm, civil and peaceful, organizers said. 

The Justice for Trayvon march is scheduled 
to start at 3 p.m. by the Bean in Millennium 
Park and head to State and Lake streets near 
the ABC News studios, said organizer Mikael 
Abdullah, 30, who grew up in East Chatham 
and now lives in Hammond, Ind. 

“Growing up, I lost so many of my friends 
to gun violence and gangs and it just sickens 
me,” he said. “It does not matter the color 
of the finger that puUs the trigger. It doesn’t 
matter, it’s so wrong and we need to stop that. 
We are there and we support them and we 
support our children, and we are tired of los- 


ing our children. It’s nonsense.” 

He said he was inspired to organize a march, 
which on Thursday had about 100 RSVPs on 
Facebook, after he signed the family’s online 
petition at change.org urging the state’s at- 
torney in Florida to investigate and prosecute 
Zimmerman for the shooting death of Mar- 
tin. 

Another march, at 7 p.m. Friday will begin 


at the ABC News studios at State and Lake 
and head to Millennium Park, said organizer 
Keinika Carlton, 29, a customer service rep 
who lives in Hyde Park. 

She said she created the Chicago Million 
Hoodie March in honor of Martin to raise 
awareness of the injustice of the case and to 
pressure authorities to investigate the shoot- 
ing. 


Governor appoints task force 

Florida Gov. Rick Scott appointed a task 
force Thursday to investigate the shoot- 
ing death of unarmed teenager Trayvon 
Martin as calls grew for charges to be filed 
against the neighborhood watch volunteer 
who killed him. Also, the state prosecutor 
who had been handling the investigation 
will step aside from the probe, Scott said 
in a statement. Earlier Thursday, the police 
chief of Sanford, Fla., the town where Martin 
was killed, announced he would temporarily 
step down from his job. reuters 


“This young man was shot unlawfully and 
he shouldn’t have been,” Carlton said. “It’s 
crazy for someone to be deemed suspicious 
because they’re wearing a hoodie.” 

The march, in which 250 people on Face- 
book saidThursday they planned to attend, is 
merely a sign of unity she said. 

“We are standing with them and we are in 
support of whatever they may need,” Carlton, 
a mother of two girls, ages 2 and 8, said. 

“It’s heartbreaking, I’m sure, to that moth- 
er and father.”

^Hunger Games* in real life?

Sometimes, life imitates art. Other 
times, art just seems to mirror pop culture. 

Though the “Eagle Columns” sculpture 
has been a fixture in Lincoln Park for more 
than two decades, one could be forgiven 
currently for suggesting the abstract birds 
perched above Jonquil Park seem to bear a re- 
semblance to the iconic “Mockingja/’ symbol 
of “The Hunger Games,” opening this week 
in theaters. The fictional, sharp-beaked bird 
is depicted in metal clutching an arrow and 
surrounded by a ring on the book cover of the 
first installment of the teen adventure trilogy 
Located at the northwest end of the park 
near the intersection of Wrightwood, Shef- 
field and Lincoln avenues, “Eagle Columns” 
features three prominent birds on bronze 


columns. The largest of the bunch seems 
to hold a long-narrow rod, not unlike the 
Mockingjay featured on some of the covers 
of “The Hixnger Games” trilogy as well as the 
poster for the movie. 

“Eagle Columns”— installed in 1989 by 
Richard Hunt— commemorates Illinois pol- 
itician John Peter Altgeld and poet Vachel 
Lindsay According to the Chicago Park Dis- 
trict’s description of the work, Altgeld virtu- 
ally ruined his political career by pardoning 
three men in 1893 who were believed to have 
been responsible for Chicago’s Haymarket 
Riot in 1886. The description credits a poem 
published by Lindsay decades later that 
shifted public opinion in favor of Altgeld’s 
forgiveness of the men.

Rutgers bully apologizes 
In gay suicide case

D Dharun Ravi, convicted of hate crimes for using a 
webcam to spy on his Rutgers University roommate’s 
gay encounter, apologized publicly for the first time to the 
young man’s family, saying, “I didn’t hate Tyler.” 

After being offered a plea deal with no jail time, Ravi, 20, 
took a gamble by going to trial in a case that put a national 
spotlight on gay bullying and teen suicide. The roommate, 
Tyler Clementi, killed himself three days after learning his 
sexual tryst was seen by webcam. 

Ravi’s conviction last week on all 15 counts, including bias 
intimidation, means he faces 10 years in prison at his May 21 
sentencing. Ravi, who invited others to watch the feed from 
the camera, was not charged with causing dementi’s death. 

“I’m never going to regret not taking the plea,” Ravi told 
the Newark Star-Ledger in an interview published Thurs- 
day 

“If I took the plea, I would have had to testify that I did 
what I did to intimidate Tyler and that would be a lie. I won’t 
ever get up there and tell the world I hated Tyler because he 
was gay, or tell the world I was trying to hurt or intimidate 
him because it’s not true,” he said. 

Ravi said he used a camera mounted on his computer in 
their freshman dorm room to see Clementi and an older 
man, identified only as M.B., kissing only because he was

worried by the man’s scruffy appearance. 

Three days after the webcam incident, Clementi, 18, 
jumped off the George Washington Bridge on Sept. 22, 
2010. 

“I’m very sorry about Tyler,” Ravi told the Star-Ledger. “I 
want the Clementis to know I had no problem with their 
son. I didn’t hate Tyler and I know he was OK with me.”

2011 was a tale of two 
seasons for the Fire. 

In their first 24 
games, the Men in 
Red won just two 
matches and coach 
Carlos de los Cohos 
was fired. In their fi- 
nal nine games, how- 
ever, the Fire went 
6-2-1 and finished just three points out of a 
playoff spot. 

Given the way they closed the season, the 
Fire have high hopes for 2012. And the man 
who plays a key part in that is 23-year-old goal- 
keeper Sean Johnson. 

Now entering his third season, Johnson has 
had his ups and downs. He lost his starting job 
briefly last season. But he’s also seen as one of 
the best young goalies in America, playing on 
the U-23 national team and spending a week 
training with U.S. Olympic starting goalie 
Tim Howard with his Premier League team 
in Everton. 

While Johnson had very little time off 
during the offseason, he’s ready to assume 
his spot in goal for the Fire, but first he’ll be 
competing with the U.S. team for Olympic 
qualifying. He’ll miss the Fire’s home opener 
Saturday at Toyota Park and will next be avail- 
able to the team April 15. 

Johnson talked to RedEye recently about 
his development, losing his starting job and 
his busy offseason. 

This is your third season in the league. 

Do you feel you have more of a perspective 
on what to expect this year? 

I think I have more of a perspective on how 
to approach the year is a better way to put it. 
Playing in the league for two years has been 
a valuable experience. It’s going to be up to 
me to put it all together in my third year, to 
attack the season and get the guys out to a 


good start on the right foot. The last couple 
seasons we’ve started a little bit slow, so I 
think it’s going to be a test for us to get start- 
ed on the right foot and get going quickly 

As you mentioned, the Fire had a rough 
start last season. What was the key 
to turning it around? 

Just working as a team as a whole and focus- 
ing on the team aspect is what made us 
successful. Getting back to the basic things 
that drove our team to win games, and we got 
better as a group. When we got back to those 
things, we were true to ourselves and started 
to win games. 


You briefly lost the starting job 
last year. What was going through 
your mind at the time, and how did 
you get through that? 

It was just one of those things. It was the 
coach’s decision. He made a decision to take 
me out and you just have to deal with it. It 
made me stronger, it builds character. It 
wasn’t long until I got back in, but it made 
me stronger as a player and a person. At the 
end of the day you can only put your best 
foot forward and try to do what it takes to 
help your team win games, and that’s what I 
try to do. 


You got to spend a week with Tim Howard. 
What did you guys talk about? 

Honestly, pretty much everything. We got to 
touch on all bases. We talked about normal 
life as well as life on the field. He’s a normal 
person so we just kind of connected on that 
level. I was able to get a perspective on what 
it was like to play at that level, what it takes 
on and off the field. Just being around him 
and being able to experience things he does 
on his daily activities was good. He’s very 
professional and carries himself in a very 
good manner. It was a good experience for 
me to be around him to learn and to make 
myself a better player. 

You’ve been able to play soccer around the 
world, and looking at soccer in America it 
seems like it’s becoming more and more 
popular. Do you notice that? 

Yeah. You play in different situations 
whether in a different league or in Germany 
or different national teams and just getting 
those experiences is very valuable. Especially 
being able to train with a Premier League 
team. I think it’s the best league in the world 
and it’s a great environment to be in to make 
yourself better. Soccer here in America has 
come a long way We’re getting to a point 
where we’re competing with teams all around 
the world. All the guys who have been in the 
league past and present feel like the league is 
getting stronger and stronger. It’s been great 
for me to experience different things and be 
back here in Chicago. 

What was the highlight of your non-soccer 
offseason? 

I got some time to myself and spent some 
time with the family I had some time to go 
back home for Christmas and to spend the 
holiday with them was special and I got to 
spend a week and a half with my family It’s 
always good to get that time.

*Mad Men’ returns to 
great expectations

The second-story patio overlooking the pool 
at the Langham Hotel in L.A. has a strict no- 
smoking policy, but it was recently lifted for a 
party featuring the cast of “Mad Men,” many 
of whom smoke as much off-camera as they 
do on the show No hotel employee was going 
to keep them from lighting up. 

Viewers may not be as obliging Sunday 
when the four-time Emmy-winning drama re- 
turns after a 17-month hiatus with numerous 
questions hanging in the air. Will Don Draper 
find happiness in his new marriage? Did Joan 
keep her baby? Will Peggy finally get some R- 
E-S-P-E-C-T? Most important: Does anyone 
still care? 

Based solely on the excitement at this 
cocktail party the answer was an emphatic 
yes. Jon Hamm, who plays Draper, was in 
such demand that a flock of reporters had him 
pinned against the balcony rail. 

But rabid TV lovers with a couple of glass- 
es of wine in them don’t necessarily reflect 
the general audience, many of whom have 
switched their allegiance to the determined 
zombies of “The Walking Dead” and the even 
more determined staff at “Downton Abbey” 

“It is presumptuous to wait more than a 
year and expect your audience to come back,” 
said actor John Slattery who has earned four 
Emmy nominations for his role as glib adver- 
tising executive Roger Sterling. “My nose was 
out of joint when ‘The Sopranos’ was off for 
more than a year. I was like, ‘Who in the hell 
do they think they are?’ ” 


You can direct your irritation toward AMC 
and creator Matthew Weiner, whose contract 
dispute delayed the season. Weiner said he 
decided to do a two-hour premiere because 
“I have been worried about [the long gap] the 
whole time.” 

“I want people to see it already and I am 
excited that they seem to be excited,” Weiner 
said, explaining the longer premiere “was a 
calculated desire to give the audience a big- 
ger, better, super-sized dose of the show and 
get them into it right away And also to say, ‘I 
value you.’ ” 

One advantage Weiner and his writing staff 
have is that we have gotten to know these 
characters— or at least as much as you can 
know in a show that’s largely about people 
putting up walls. 

Vincent Kartheiser, who plays the ambi- 
tious Pete Campbell, said this fifth season 
builds on our history with these people, lead- 
ing to new, eye-opening discoveries. 

“Matthew has continued to find relatable 
stories without jumping the shark,” he said. 
“You don’t want to reach too far into the bag 
of tricks. He’s found things that could and 
should happen organically but still be unex- 
pected.” 

Slattery said the cast understands that 
some fans will think “ ‘Well, it’s not what it 
used to be.’ ” 

“But I think that just means that everyone 
has worked harder,” Slattery said. “I think this 
will be the best season yet.”

‘Mad Men’ slips into something provocative

Joan and Peggy are coming back, and they’re 
bringing Marilyn and Jackie. 

“Mad Men” returns Sunday for a new sea- 
son, 525 days since Christina Hendricks’ Joan 
rounded the corner of Sterling Cooper Drap- 
er Pryce in a jewel-toned sheath dress. 

As “Mad Men” costume designer Janie Bry- 
ant says, “It’s all about the bust, waist, hips.” 
We noticed. 

Bryant said she imagined Joan as a woman 
whose fashion icons were Sophia Loren, Jayne 
Mansfield and, of course, Marilyn Monroe. 
“Those women understood that fitted cloth- 
ing looks best on them. It accentuates their 
assets, if you will,” Bryant said with a laugh. 

Peggy Olson (Elisabeth Moss) already has 
evolved out of the little-girl outfits she wore 
in the first two seasons as she rose from secre- 
tary to copywriter at Sterling Cooper. 

“We really see Peggy progress the most in 
terms of story and costume design,” Bryant 
said. 

So Bryant, who won an Emmy for her work 
on “Mad Men,” put Peggy in polka dots, plaids 
and Peter Pan collars, what she calls the “ulti- 
mate schoolgirl” look. By last season, though, 
Peggy was wearing suits and smart dresses. 

AMC is being tight-lipped about how 


much time has elapsed when Season 5 begins, 
but Season 4 ended in late 1965. In the next 
few months and years, runways, sidewalks and 
office buildings exploded with change. 

Someone with a front-row seat to that 
change was Jane Maas, author of the new tell- 
all biography “Mad Women.” Maas, whose 
career took her from copywriter to creative 
director and agency president, is a real-life 
version of Peggy Olson. She entered the ad- 
vertising world at Ogilvy & Mather in 1964. 

“It was the Jackie Kennedy era. Every wom- 
an wanted to look like Jackie. Not a hair was 
out of place. We wore those swingy coats,” she 
said. 

But things were about to change, and the 
first sign was the miniskirt. David Ogilvy put 
out a memo to his staff that the skirts weren’t 
allowed, Maas said, but he eventually gave up. 

As new trends rolled in, it was copywriters 
who took chances with fashion. 

“I wanted to make a statement that I was 
creative. That was important inside the 
agency and for my clients,” she said. So when 
and if “Mad Men” hits the late ’60s, it may be 
Moss, not Hendricks, whose character we can 
expect to wear a miniskirt or pants into the 
office. 

Bryant, of course, can’t say whether she has 


a pair of go-go boots in Peggy’s size stashed in 
her trailer. “No matter what, she is still pretty 
buttoned-up,” Bryant said. “That is really 
where that character comes from.” 

Bryant, who has clothes for her characters 
custom-made if she can’t find them, released 
her second “Mad Men”-inspired line at Ba- 
nana Republic for spring. 

“The classic shape that I love for most fig- 
ures is the sheath,” Bryant said. Eor women 
who like separates, check out the pants, de- 
signed from a pair January Jones wore on the 
show— “Betty Draper’s classic cigarette pant.”

Bubble trouble

If you spend more than a few minutes pick- 
ing out your beer, you’ve probably seen the 
words on a label or two: bottle-conditioned. 

But what is it? And why do some well- 
loved breweries swear by the practice (Sierra 
Nevada) while others don’t touch it (Laguni- 
tas)? 

Bottle-conditioning— also known as 
refermentation— is quite simple. It amounts 
to bottling beer while still flat with a last- 
minute addition of yeast and sugar. In the 
bottle, the yeast eats the sugar, creating car- 
bon dioxide— better known as bubbles. (The 
process also can take place in a can, but is less 
common and more difficult to pull off) 

Most American breweries carbonate much 
more simply: by forcing carbon dioxide 
into the beer as one of the last steps before 
packaging. 

But bottle-conditioning is considered a 
more natural method of carbonating, and 
therefore creates “a finer, silkier texture of 
carbonation, superior foam retention, more 
complex flavors, longer shelf life and better 
aging ability,” according to “The Oxford 
Companion to Beer.” 

That’s why Ron Jeffries had no question 
that he would bottle-condition when launch- 
ing Jolly Pumpkin Artisan Ales in Dexter, 
Mich., in 2004. 

“It was the only way to get the flavors and 
complexity I was looking for,” Jeffries said. 

When a batch of beer is to the point when 
most breweries would inject carbonation, 
Jeffries spends an hour gently circulating the 



brew through a storage tank while separately 
adding yeast and sugar. Then he bottles the 
beer so it can sit to condition. 

It’s a laborious, time- and space-intensive 
process, but there also are a few arguments 
against it. New Chicago brewery Pipeworks, 
for instance, bottle-conditions most of its 
brews, but not those with the most hops, 
reasoning that those beers should be made 
available while the hops are freshest. 

Jeffries, though, would do things no other 
way 

‘Artificially carbonated beer, to me, is just 
missing some character,” he said.

Jolly Pumpkin 

Most Jolly Pumpkin beers are some combination of bottle-conditioned, 
barrel-aged and sour. Rarely, if ever, brewed to a specific style, these 
beers are flavorfully unique and have an intense fan base.

Next time you try a ubiquitous pale ale beneath the green label, keep 
in mind that the beer is bottle-conditioned, as is about half of Sierra’s 
portfolio (including Kellerweis, porter, stout, Celebration Ale, Bigfoot 
Barleywine and most limited offerings). And the new canned version is 
can-conditioned. 

Belgium 

Most Belgian beers are bottle-conditioned, which is why the process is 
rarely touted on Belgian beer labels. It is no doubt part of what gives 
many Belgian beers such bright and flavorful profiles (except for Stella 
Artois, which, not coincidentally, is not bottle-conditioned).

Storefront Company, 
Nellcote are off with 
a delicious bang 


The start of spring has brought a crop of fresh restaurant openings, and among the 
most promising are Storefront Company in Wicker Park and Nellcote in the West 
Loop. The former comes from a new-to- Chicago chef who has earned praise in 
smaller cities, while the other is the second project from a chef who’s already done 
his part to impress in this town.

but at Nellcote, a new restaurant from the 
same owners, he’s looking to really flex his 
culinary muscles. The spacious restaurant 
just opened on Randolph Street’s white-hot 
restaurant row, catering to both foodies and 
the nightlife crowd with creative cocktails 
and a European-inspired menu. And as for 
the name, it’s a reference to Villa Nellcote, 
the French chateau where the Rolling 
Stones crashed for a summer, and the same 
glamorous, laissez-faire attitude rules here. 
The scene: Like Old Town Social, Nellcote 
seems to want to be everything to everyone. 
The main dining room is full of high and 
low tables, some communal seating, a long 
(and generally packed) bar and a few plush 
couches, plus luxe touches such as sparkling 
chandeliers and framed brocade fabric on 
the walls. Even on weeknights, well-dressed 
diners clutching wine glasses are carousing 
like it’s Saturday of a long weekend. 

The food: Van Camp is running his own 
grain mill inside the restaurant, and as far as 
Eve heard, he’s the only one in Chicago— 
and probably the country— to be doing so. 
Naturally, the servers made a point to men- 
tion that freshly milled flour is the star of a 
deliciously briny manila clam pizza ($ii), as 
well as a satisfying taglioni ($io), long rib- 
bons of pasta tossed with a bright, creamy 
champagne sauce and small, sweet oysters. 
White asparagus soup with scallops ($6) 



and skate wing with grapefruit and braised 
radishes ($ii) are both surprisingly refined 
lounge food, but with frazzled (and not 
especially knowledgeable) servers bringing 
plates at an erratic pace, it’s hard to savor 
them properly 

The drinks: While some cocktail menus 
can read like an indecipherable list of 
ingredients, Nellcote’s drinks are named 
simply by booze, from gin to rye to tequila. 
Even if you’re not a dark spirits drinker, the 
Bulleit bourbon cocktail with house-made 
peach preserves and green chartreuse ($io) 
will make you a believer. Because Jason 
Wagner, sommelier of next-door neighbor 
RM Champagne Salon opening later this 
spring, also oversees the wine at Nellcote, 
the glass and bottle lists are lengthy, varied 
and conducive to splurging. Don’t expect 
many bargains on the Belgian-heavy beer 
list, either. 

Bottom line: Nellcote nails the Rolling 
Stones’ vibe. It’s rowdy, sexy and fun, but 
occasionally tripped up by its members’ 
distractibility If the servers can learn to play 
to the same volume that the kitchen is rock- 
ing, everything will be in better harmony.

The scene: Wicker 
Park’s newest 
restaurant has the 
same owners as 
Debonair Social 
Club, but it couldn’t 

be more different. They’re both located in 
the Flat Iron Building, but where Debo- 
nair is all black paint, dark dance floors 
and PBR-clutching scenesters. Storefront 
Company is white-washed and light-filled. 
Young couples from the neighborhood 
dined next to wine-sipping white hairs — 
perhaps they’re loyal Food & Wine maga- 
zine subscribers who remember chef Brian 
Moscatello from his “Best New Chef” 
accolade, earned in 2003 while working for a 
Denver restaurant called Adega? 

Loved it: Storefront Company is serving 
“modern farm cuisine,” which just sounded 
to me like another way to describe the sea- 
sonal/local approach most chefs have these 
days. But Moscatello, who most recently 
worked in Washington, DC., before coming 
to Chicago, is cooking dishes I haven’t seen 
elsewhere. Entrees star familiar meats and 
seafood paired with offbeat sidekicks, such 
as monkfish set atop short rib fried rice ($24) 
and perfectly rare lamb with a miniature 
savory jelly roll filled with red onion ($28). 
Though the dishes skew fancy, management 
is trying hard to make it feel like a neighbor- 
hood spot, and those little gestures— like 
help putting on my coat and a parting gift of 
chocolate-coconut macaroons —go along 
way 

Hated it: The quinoa fries ($7) sounded like a 
fun starter to share but earned a place on my 
list of the stupidest things I’ve eaten this year 



(and said list has just one thing on it so far). 
Our server suggested we dip each fry in the 
provided pile of sheep’s milk cheese and ma- 
deira granita, but the tiny fries break in half 
as soon as you pick them up and I couldn’t 
scoop up the cheese shavings and grains of 
granita so much as awkwardly poke at them. 
The cocktail menu sticks close to classics and 
my apricot-tinged manhattan was boozily 
delicious, but it’s not cool to charge $14 for 
it when you’re blocks from the craft-cocktail 
measuring stick that is The Violet Hour, and 
it charges just $12. 

Bottom line: Minus a couple of gripes, I like 
what I tasted at Storefront. I’d definitely 
return, but next time would try the multi- 
course meal served at the four-seat kitchen 
counter to really see what Moscatello is 
capable of

The MF Life’ album traveled a hard road

There’s no mystery behind the title of singer 
Melanie Fiona’s sophomore release, “The MF 
Life,” when you consider what the 28 -year-old 
Guyanese Canadian songstress went through 
to make and release the highly anticipated 
CD. 

The album, which finally hit stores Tues- 
day was supposed to be out in early 2011. 
Though its lead single, “Gone and Never 
Coming Back,” was released in January of 
last year, with “4 AM” following in Septem- 
ber, the release of the full album was delayed 
countless times due to various setbacks. 

What made it worse? Fiona was coming 
off a huge buzz after her 2009 critically ac- 
claimed, retro-soul debut, “The Bridge.” “It’s 
the MF life,” said Fiona, who will perform 
Tuesday at The Mid. “You ride it out and not 
everything is going to be perfect. But coming 
off the high of where I was ... it’s just a little 
reality check.” 

One of the problems was the next-big- 
thing hype. It’s a blessing and curse that 
makes any follow-up project a daunting task. 

Then there were the shake-ups at the label 
that signed her. “There were a lot of internal 


changes; and there’s {now} a third of the staff 
that used to be there three years ago,” said 
Fiona, who shifted from Motown to Univer- 
sal Republic after a label restructure last year. 
“When you’re under the major label system, 
you can’t just put your music out, there are 
channels. It’s a little frustrating. Looking 
back, there was a time when I felt I needed 
to rush this album.” 

“But if we would have put it out last year 
I wouldn’t have had the features on this al- 
bum,” she continued. “I wouldn’t have the 
anticipation, I wouldn’t have the confidence 
in myself and the exposure of people hearing 
‘The MF Life’ for the past year. It’s the per- 
fect timing.” 

Curious listeners will likely try to decipher 
how much of the record might be inspired by 
her long-term relationship with former “CSL 
Miami” star Adam Rodriguez— which was 
kept under wraps until the two split recently 

Fiona simply hopes that fans will think the 
wait was worth it. “There’s a song on there 
for everybody ... I hope there is something 
on there that made them go, ‘Hell yeah, I’ve 
been through that.’ I want people to feel like, 
‘Aeah, I’m living my MF life.’”

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Lawrence almost ready for big time

A black Cadillac Escalade with tinted win- 
dows is idling in front of the Four Seasons Ho- 
tel in when the right rear window slides 
down to reveal Jennifer Lawrence looking like 
a movie star. 

She smiles brightly and waves to onlookers 
as the vehicle pulls around to get onto Doheny 
Drive. Then it stops, as the star of the Next 
Rig Blockbuster— ^'The Hunger Games” — 
greets fans toting movie posters emblazoned 
with her likeness, signs a dozen of them, then 
waves again as the Escalade peels away 

A dozen down, a million to go. 

It^s a big change for Lawrence, 21, who just 
over a year ago was living amoi^ an ocean of 
young actresses fighting for roles in smaller 
films and assorted TV shows. 

Then in January 20n, she was nominated 
for an Academy Award for her performance as 
a teen trj^ingto negotiate a web of criminals in 
^'Winter’s Bone.” 

Two months later, she landed the lead role 
in *^The Hunger Games,” the first in a series of 
movies that is as highly anticipated as the first 
^‘Twilight” film had been. Anonymous no more. 

“It was fast, but Pm grate hil for it,” said 
Lawrence, who spent four months in Ashe- 
ville, Charlotte, Concord and other parts 
of North Carolina last year during “Hunger 
Games” shooting. “When you get a promo- 
tion at your job, you don't go, 'God, that was 
too fast. Can I stay in the mailroomP'Tfou take 
it, thankfully. ... I think Pm as ready as I can 
be— which is not that ready.” 

In “T'he Ilimger Games,” Lawrence por- 
trays a fo -year-old girl named Katniss Ever- 
deen, who lives with her mother and young 
sister in a future where a totalitarian govern- 
ment every year forces two dozen teens to 
fight to the death. Katniss^ sister is selected 
to participate, but Katniss steps in and volun- 
teers to enter the battle in her place. 

Suzanne Collins' 2008 book is written from 
Katniss^ point of view, and director Gary Ross 
has made a faithfol adaptation; hence, Law- 


rence is in almost every scene of the 140 -min- 
ute film . Thanks to the new movie (and the in- 
evitable follow-ups), Katniss’— and therefore 
T.awre nee’s— fan base will continue to swell 
over the next few years. 

On one level, the actress is really just happy 
to be here, as the saying goes. 

“I've been thinking about how this movie 
would affect people and young girls, but I 
haven't actually thought about how it would 
affect me,” said Lawrence, a Louisville, Ky, 


native who has never had an acting lesson. “I 
guess when I think about the positives, it’s 
just I get to be this character. ...When I drive 
by the posters, I laugh, and once in awhile HI 
get goose bxxmps.” 

She is already trying to prove she can do 
more, though. In September, Lawrence will star 
in the horror movie “House at the End of the 
Street.” In November, she’ll play a sex addict 
in the comeefy “The Silver Linings Playbook.” 
And this spring, Lawrence will begin shooting 


the drama “Serena,” in which her character is 
ice-cold and calculating, a departure from the 
sympathetic characters she often plays. 

“I hope that I can do movies and Pm not 
Katniss anymore,” Lawrence said, “that peo- 
ple can watch my movies and not think, 'Oh 
look, Katniss is doing a period drama,' Kat- 
niss is doing this.’ I hope that when Pm doing 
these movies I can be the best Katniss that 
I can be, and then I can leave them and do 
other work.”

How to assemble a

Gareth Evans had a 
rule when choosing 
which movie to rent 
while growing up in 
Wales: Tf there is a 
ninja suitor a guy 
holding a sword on 
the cover, rent it. 

Evans watched 
hundreds of martial 
arts films over the 
years as a result, and 
he turned his love 
for the genre into a 
writing and directing 
film career. His new Indonesian martial arts 
film— ^‘The Raid: Redemption,” in theaters 
Friday— revolves around a SWAT team 
trapped in a high-rise apartment building run 
by a crime lord and his thugs. 

Evans showed off his expertise of martial 
arts films and lists the genre^s most common

The big guy: 'Tithcr he's close to inde- 
structible and the only way you can kill him 
is by choking him out to death or they go for 
the surprise element and he gets knocked out 
with one punch.” 

The crazy guy; “ITey tend to be moder- 
ately dangerous. ... 'ITie/re usually [in] the 
45- or 50-minute-mark fight. I'hat guy will be 
something of a challenge but someone [the 


protagonist] can surpass.” 

The older boss: 'There's always a slightly 
older boss. We have that [in ‘Tlie Raid'}. 

Tie's intimidating, but we don't need to see 
him fight. It's more about his presence. You 
usually want to get a really good actor to play 
that role because they have to carry on that 
danger and threat." 

Guns; “Usually what happens is a guy has 
a gun and it's immediately kicked out of his 


hands and across the room* ‘OK, now let's 
fight* 'That’s how they get away with no guns* I 
don't like seeing people kick and punch when 
they could easily fire a gun: ‘Shoot the [bleep] 
guy' We had 30 minutes of gunplay [in “Tlie 
Raid"] and found weird ways to get rid of [the 
guns] so that when we finally unleashed the 
martial arts of the film, it made sense.”

“October Baby” 
is earnest, sober 
and serious, a 
faith-based film 
that clothes itself 
in more subtle 
faith-friendly garb. 
It’s about abortion, and the payoff moment 
is when a former nurse (Jasmine Guy) goes 
into graphic detail about what happened in 
a botched Alabama abortion years before. 

But the filmmakers don’t fret over how 
long they take to get to that sermonette, 
how dull their movie is up to that point, 
how banal the characters and dialogue and 
how inept other details come off “October 
Baby” is all about the message. 

Rachel Hendrix is Hannah, a gorgeous 
college freshman actress who has had linger- 
ing health issues — asthma, hip surgeries, 
seizures. When one of those maladies 
causes her to collapse onstage, the origin of 
those problems is revealed. 

Hannah was a baby who survived a 
botched late-term abortion. She was 
adopted by a doctor (John Schneider) and 
his wife (Jennifer Price), who never told her 
the truth. Her doctor even seems to suggest 
that her psychological problems (not really 
evident) stem from her memories of that 
event. 

Now, she’s got her birth certificate and 
a convenient collection of college pals 
who are headed to New Orleans for spring 
break. Hannah was born in Mobile, Ala. Her 
too-helpful never-quite-boyfriend (Jason 
Burkey) offers to bring her along and make 
a stop there. With Hannah pleading “My 
whole life is a lie,” how could he not? 

The road picture element has a couple of 
moments of life and a couple of characters 
have comic potential. And college kids, 
going to New Orleans? That’s a party, right? 
Not this bunch. Hendrix has a little chemis- 
try with Burkey But the blase movie around 
them has more to do with the screenplay 
than any of the constrained performances 
here. 

Filmmakers Jon and Andrew Erwin are 
more interested in backdoor references to 
faith than advancing the plot. Static, talky 
scenes just sit there, waiting for something 
to happen. There’s no urgency to it. 

Filmed to come out during the political 
season, “October Baby” could have hot- 
button appeal for a certain audience. But 
the Erwins didn’t wrap their message in 
anything particularly moving, and certainly

Pick up the phone: 
Your tattoo’s ringing 


Nokia wants to patent 
vibrating skin marking

Nokia is taking steps to make sure that you 
never miss another phone call, text or email 
alert again: The company has filed a patent 
for a tattoo that would send “a perceivable 
impulse” to your skin whenever someone 
tries to contact you on the phone. 

According to the patent filed with the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office, the phone 
would communicate with the tattoo through 
magnetic waves. The phone would emit 
magnetic waves and the tattoo would act as 
a receiver. When the waves hit the tattoo, it 
would set off a tactile response in the user’s 
skin. 

The patent filing also suggests that it 
would be possible to customize the physi- 
cal response depending on who is calling- 
similar to having a unique ring tone for each 


family member. So if your husband calls you 
might feel only a dull tingling, but if it’s your 
teenage daughter calling you may feel an 
itch. 

A reporter for Unwired View, who first 
spotted the unusual patent filing, says it 
is possible to sync a phone and a tattoo 
through magnetic waves in a way similar to 
how phones are synced to Bluetooth. 

To make the magnetized tattoo, Nokia’s 
patent filing suggests using ferromagnetic 
ink, which is ink that includes compounds 
such as iron or iron oxide. 

Before going in the user’s skin, the ink is 
heated to a high temperature to temporarily 
demagnetize it. After getting the tattoo, the 
user remagnetizes it by repeatedly running a 
magnet over the tattooed spot. 

In the patent filing, Nokia also proposes a 
slightly less invasive version of this technol- 
ogy, which would include a magnetic receiver 
that could be worn on the skin like a sticker 
and would vibrate when the phone rings.
